The proposed amendment is for the continued maintenance and support of the FDM Records Management
System software and interfaces, which is utilized by the Austin Fire Department (AFD) and Austin Travis
County Emergency Medical Services (ATCEMS) for records retention and management system. The software
is a critical application that AFD and ATCEMS currently use to track personnel records and shift data, incident
data, fire inspections, facility data and produces mandated reports to the Texas Department of Health, Texas
Fire Incident Reporting System, and Texas Emergency Management, federal agencies (Federal Emergency
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Management), and medical institutions that include statistics and trend data.
